1. Re the Chase 126-B. This is strictly for me Eric, and would never be 
resold except back to you.

I have just received your two letters of the 1st together with your ’’ Con- 
tract." Since I feel that you really are serious about all this and trying to 
be nice to me in your own way, ‘I am signing three copies of the agreement and 
returning then herewith.

In top 
shape and uncancelled, an "Ab" is unheard of. However, since cancellation does 
not bother me, I will hunt down an EF or super VF "Ab," or even an Unc. one if 
it exists for your type set. 

I just hope that your agreement means what it says. The only possible gimmic 
exists in that I trade alot of hot stuff for a VF-EF "Ab" plen, and in the mean- 
time, you pull your note back. Just give me time, and I'll come up with a bill 
for you. Of course, in addition, I will owe you a favor (and won't forget it). 

Could you let me see all of your other CSA notes, excepting the Montgomery’s? 
We have all types in stock in top shape equalling anything that you might have, 
except for three for four. Those I just want to see- for instance, do you know 
if your Indian Princess is kosher?

1. The CW Fractional Notes: These were junk, but a new specie of collector has up- 
set the apple cart* These people collect by states, and pay $1, $2 or even $5 at 
times for anything they don't have, even if it looks like a rag. Two people I have 
in mind are Virginia and Tenn. addicts. This type of collecting has gottan really 
hot in the last couple of years. We have priced bills at *75 in a letter or list, 
and found out that they changed hands later for three, four or five times that 
amount. Who knows how rare what is? 

2. The stuff in holders: Leave these in, marking (with a tiny piece of paper) the 
ones you want. 

My big problem is how to price this stuff to you, and how you are going to pay 
for it. If you paid in ccins, that is one thing. If you pay cash, that is another. 
If you pay in coins at figures to us that I'm sure we can make 20$ on, or even a 
healthy k0% if I find a nut, I would price the paper to you the same way- figuring 
minimum values. For instance, let us suppose you have a Virginia note which I have 
never seen before- a 2St one dated 1862, County of Wishwash. It is V. Good. That 
note sent to our want list people would fetch $2, $3.- otherwise, I would sell it 
for .75 - $1.00.
